ABERRATIONS OF COPYRIGHT LEGIS¬ 
LATION. 

There are few Federal laws to which more 
crazy amendments are proposed than to the 
copyright law. At almost every session of Con¬ 
gress one or more “ impossible ” amendments 
are offered that are either promptly pigeon¬ 
holed, or, if they have the backing of a constit¬ 
uency that cannot be immediately ignored, are 
allowed to die gradually of inanition. The 
latest and most extraordinary of these meas¬ 
ures is a provision tucked away in a Legisla¬ 
tive, Executive, and Judicial Appropriation 
bill, the text of which is as follows: “That 
on and after July 1 , 1899 , no person shall be 
entitled to a copyright unless the copies depos¬ 
ited with the Librarian of Congress of such 
copyright, book or other article or the photo¬ 
graph deposited of a work of the fine afts 
shall be of such a substantial and permanent 
paper or substance and ink or impression as 
shall be according to such standard as shall 
be from time to time established and ap¬ 
proved by the said Librarian.” 

The pernici^usness of this measure does not 
perhaps, at the first glance, strike the laymanor 
superficial reader who may think that the osten¬ 
sible purport of the amendment is to secure a 
high standard of legibility and permanence in 
all works deposited in the Library of Congress. 
But its menace to the right of property, which 
is really the principal question at issue, will 
become apparent when it is pointed out that 
inasmuch as no provision is made as to the 
method of publication of these standards, and 
as the law requires that two copies must be 
deposited with the Librarian of Congress on or 
before the day of first publication, any error in 
not complying with standards would neces¬ 
sarily result in a loss of the copyright. 


The provision was passed by the House,whose 
committee very likely did not consider it, as it 
was inserted as a “ rider ” or amendment to an 
appropriation bill to which it has no legitimate 
relation whatever. But when the bill came up 
in the Senate, on the 8 th inst., attention was 
directed to this provision, with the result that 
it was laid over until the following day; when 
it again came up the provision was stricken out 
to be considered in conference. Meanwhile, the 
Publishers’ Copyright League, ascertaining that 
the provision might possibly be retained in the 
bill, directed its counsel to file a protest against 
alterations of the copyright statutes, which 
clothe the Librarian of Congress with the arbi¬ 
trary power not only of establishing standards 
but of altering them, which is really the most 
objectionable feature of the proposed meas¬ 
ure. 

As the Publishers’ Copyright League points 
out, articles of great literary value are fre¬ 
quently printed as experiments, and the value 
of the copyright is not apparent until after 
publication. It would therefore be manifestly 
improper to charge every publisher and author 
with the duty of selecting paper of special 
quality and presswork of a particular grade in 
order to insure his copyright. It would be ex¬ 
ceedingly difficult, if not altogether impossible, 
to fix justly any absolute standard; and it 
would be palpably unjust to empower the Li¬ 
brarian of Congress, or any official, to fix arbi¬ 
trarily such standards as he pleased and to 
alter them whenever he pleased. As there is 
no provision made for publishing the required 
standards, this amendment would make it 
necessary for every one wishing to copyright 
a work to communicate in advance with the 
Librarian of Congress and ascertain from him 
what quality of paper, type, ink, binding, etc., 
would be required on the proposed date of publi 
cation. Even then there would be no assurance 
that such requirements might not be changed 
before that date. Such a system would be in¬ 
tolerable, and would certainly result in a gen¬ 
eral breakdown of copyright — for which end, 
indeed, there is a suspicion that it has been 
designed. 

The Copyright Leagues and all others inter¬ 
ested in the matter will therefore do well to 
watch this provision during every movement 
until the bill is through conference committee 
and through both houses. Though its reap¬ 
pearance under the circumstances would seem 
unlikely, it would be difficult to foretell whether 
the agent that secured its admission to an 
appropriation bill might not by the same 
subtle influence, or subtler “ pull,” secure its 
triumph in the end. 
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A. C. McCLURG & CO.’S STORE DE¬ 
STROYED BY FIRE. 

The five-story brick building at the north¬ 
west corner of Wabash Avenue and Madison 
Street, Chicago, occupied by A. C. McClurg & 
Co., was, with its contents, totally destroyed 
by fire on the 12 th inst., entailing a loss esti¬ 
mated at nearly $ 640 , 000 , the greater portion 
of which was on the stock. As is well known, 
this firm always carried a large and choice 
stock of books, many of those in the famous 
“ Saints’ and Sinners’ Corner ” being unique and 
hardly to be replaced. All these were lost. 

The fire was the worst the Fire Department 
of Chicago has had to contend with in years. It 
started on Sunday morning about ten o’clock 
by the explosion of gas which had escaped, it 
is conjectured, in the third story. The flames 
spread with amazing rapidity, and before the 
first engine arrived were pouring out of the 
windows of the second, third, and fourth stories. 
A general alarm was sent in and soon fifty en¬ 
gines and other apparatus were at work. The 
firemen from the first had no hope of saving 
the building, the floors in which were beginning 
to fall, causing the walls to bulge, and in about 
two hours after the fire started the building 
and its contents were a heap of smoking ruins. 
Considerable difficulty was experienced by the 
firemen at first on account of the low water 
pressure, many of the hydrants being partly 
frozen up, and it was nearly twenty minutes 
after the fire broke out before the pressure was 
great enough to carry the streams to the third 
story. To add to the difficulty of the situation 
the temperature was several degrees below 
zero and a bitter north wind was blowing. 
Many of the firemen were severely frost-bitten. 
A. C. McClurg & Co.’s stock was insured for 
about $ 350 , 000 . 

The history of the firm of A. C. McClurg & 
Co. might be said to date as far back as 1848 , 
for it had its origin in the book business con¬ 
ducted at that early day by S. C. Griggs in 
Lake Street. It was with this firm that General 
McClurg began his experience in the book 
business, and laid the foundation for his re¬ 
markably successful business career. In 1866 
he returned from the War of the Rebellion and 
became a partner in the firm. 

Two years later a fire destroyed their stock 
and the store was reopened in State Street, 
a few doors north of Madison Street. The 
locality was then known as “booksellers’ 
row,” two other book establishments occupy¬ 
ing adjoining buildings. Then came the big fire 
of 1871 , and the business was removed tem¬ 
porarily to the residence of Egbert L. Jansen, 
in Wabash Avenue, near Twelfth Street. 

In 1872 the firm of S. C. Griggs & Co. dis¬ 
solved partnership. S. C. Griggs devoted 
himself exclusively to publishing, and the firm 
of Jansen & McClurg was formed to continue 
the retail business, the store being located at 
39 and 41 Lake Street. At that time the firm 
was doing a yearly business of very large 
proportions, its trade even before the big fire 
amounting to $ 500,000 annually. The busi¬ 
ness continued to grow steadily, and in 1884 it 
was found necessary to secure more commo¬ 
dious quarters. It was then that the firm 
leased the Rutter building. In 1 SS 6 Mr. Jan¬ 
sen retired, and the firm took its present name, 
Frederick B. Smith becoming a partner. 

In the volume of its business and the amount 


of its stock the firm has been recognized for 
years as one of the largest in the country. 
More than 350 persons were employed in the 
store and as travelling salesmen, and the trade 
extended from Pennsylvania to Oregon. 

The publishing department of the firm repre¬ 
sents but a small proportion of the annual bus¬ 
iness, General McClurg stating that $ 100,000 
would cover the transactions in that line. 

The firm has always contracted for its print¬ 
ing, and is thus fortunate in not losing the 
plates for its various publications. A large 
stock of plates is in the keeping of local 
printers and also with Eastern firms. The 
card-engraving business of the stationery de¬ 
partment was another feature of the trade en¬ 
joyed by the firm, and the destruction of the 
card plates left in the keeping of that depart¬ 
ment will be a heavy loss. 

“ It is impossible to state what our future 
course will be,” General McClurg is reported 
to have said to a representative of the hiter- 
Ocean . “ For the present we shall have head¬ 

quarters in the Edson Keith building, at 166 - 
172 Wabash Avenue. Our books and papers 
were in the vaults and we hope they were not 
damaged. We shall secure a wareroom, order 
new supplies, and fill orders that come to us as 
promptly as possible. A new building, planned 
to suit our business, would, of course, be the 
ideal thought; but even should we conclude to 
build, a place to do business in for the present 
will be necessary. Our business demands an 
entire building, and the offers that have so 
generously been made thus far are for no more 
than one story.” 

In the reorganization it is possible that Gen¬ 
eral McClurg may retire, leaving the business 
to younger men. He has a beautiful home, a 
good income, and his friends declare that his 
remaining years should be passed free from 
the cares of business. 


ROSTAND DENIES THE CHARGE OF 
PLAGIARISM. 

Edmond Rostand, author of “Cyrano de 
Bergerac,” appeared on the afternoon of the 
nth inst. before Oliver Bodington, United 
States Commissioner, to take evidence in the 
case of Gross against Palmer and Mansfield. 
Rostand stated that he had never heard of or 
even seen Gross’s “ Merchant Prince of Corne- 
ville” until the present action was brought, 
and, moreover, that as early as 1896 he had re¬ 
lated to Coquelin a full outline of his play of 
“Cyrano de Bergerac.” To this Coquelin 
was prepared to testify, and this was before 
“ The Merchant Prince of Corneville ” had 
been written. “ Besides,” added Rostand, 
“ Cyrano is an historical character, and all the 
episodes in his career are recorded in history.” 
Rostand submitted very good-naturedly to 
cross-examination. He stated that the charge 
of plagiarism was absolutely false, and ridi¬ 
culed any idea of resemblance when passages 
of “ The Merchant Prince of Corneville” were 
translated to him. Rostand gave his evidence 
voluntarily, and ashiscounsel, Henry Cachard, 
announced, there was no law which could 
compel Rostand to give it, but he did so merely 
out of good-will to an American actor who was 
impersonating “ Cyrano ” in the United States. 

“ It appears,” says the Paris correspondent 
of the New York Tribune , “that Rostand’s 
testimony was a delightful literary treat. 
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Under cross-examination he related his entire 
-career as a dramatist; how he formed a ‘Cy¬ 
rano’ library, and how, as early as August, 
1895 , at Luchon, he wrote the famous fencing 
ballade and also the presentation of the cadets 
of Gascony. He said it was during a rehearsal 
of the 4 Princesse Lointaine,’ at Mme. Sarah 
Bernhardt’s Theatre, that Coquelin, who was 
present, asked him to write a similar play for 
him. Rostand replied : ‘ I have a character 
already for you; it is Cyrano, and will fit you 
like a glove.’ Rostand began writing the play 
piecemeal, and Coquelin learned it by heart as 
it proceeded until it was produced in Decem¬ 
ber, 1897 . When asked if he saw no resem¬ 
blance between the balcony r scene in ‘Cyrano’ 
and the balcony scene in 4 The Merchant 
Prince of Corneville,’ he said: 4 No, notat all; 
no more than between it and the balconyscene 
in “ Romeo,” or hundreds of others that have 
been used by playwrights since Shakespeare, 
and even before. What is original in the bal¬ 
cony scene of “ Cyrano ” is that the man who is 
substituted for the real suitor is himself in love 
with the woman.’ 

“ M. Rostand’s testimony was full of wit 
and repartee and overflowing with sparkling 
humor that Commissioner Bodington and all 
the lawyers with difficulty repressed their mer¬ 
riment during the whole proceedings, thus 
forming a little Parisian cause c£lebre.” 


CANADIAN AUTHORS’ SOCIETY. 

At a meeting of leading newspaper and lit¬ 
erary men held in Toronto on the 6 th inst., an 
association was formed under the title of the 
“Society of Canadian Authors,” for the pur¬ 
pose of promoting literature in Canada. 
George W. Ross was called to the chair, and 
in an address considered the copyright ques¬ 
tion at some length. He suggested that the 
society to be formed should make representa¬ 
tions with a view to securing modifications of 
the bill which Lord Herschell at the last session 
introduced into the House of Lords, and which 
would come forward again this year, which 
aimed at consolidating the imperial copyright 
law. He suggested a number of amendments, 
after which it was decided to organize the so¬ 
ciety for the purpose of promoting literature in 
Canada A provisional committee was ap¬ 
pointed, consisting of Prof. Goldwin Smith, 
George W. Ross, Professor Mayor, Sir G. R. 
Parkin, James Bain, Jr.. Oliver Howland, Byron 
E. Walker, and Bernard McEvoy, secretary. 


A NEW PAPER COMPANY. 

The Great Northern Paper Company has 
been organized with a capital stock of $ 4 ,oco,- 
000 , to compete with the International Paper 
Company. It proposes to build mills on the 
Penobscot River, in Maine, where it has pur¬ 
chased about 260,000 acres of timber lands 
and lakes tributary to the Penobscot. Among 
the large contributors to the capital stock of 
the company are Col Oliver H. Payne, Col. 
Augustus G. Paine, Meylert M. Armstrongs 
Augustus G. Paine, Jr.,WalterS. Gurnee, John. 
G. Moore, and Grant B. Schley of New York 
City, and Garrett Schenck, Edward H. Haskell, 
and the Messrs. Ames of Boston. The corpo¬ 
ration will operate under a special charter 
granted by the legislature of Maine. 


COPYRIGHT IN RUSSIA. 

A scheme for the protection of literary prop¬ 
erty in Russia has been formulated by the 
Commission which is revising the Civil Code. 
By its terms the copyright in any work will be 
vested in the author or his heirs and assigns 
for a period of fifty years. No limitation to 
the right of translating works published 
abroad by Russian or foreign writers is recom¬ 
mended, but native writers are to enjoy the 
exclusive right to translate their own works 
for ten years from the date of publication, 
provided that they bring out a translation 
within the first three years. Very strong pro¬ 
visions are urged against the piracy either of 
Russian or of foreign books, and it is recom¬ 
mended that the courts of justice should be 
empowered in assessing damage to reckon the 
extreme loss occasioned by such acts of spolia¬ 
tion. Curiously enough, an exception is to be 
made in the case of foreign musical works, on 
the ground that the development of music in 
Russia might be impeded if the reprinting of 
foreign music, whether authorized or not, were 
prohibited. 

NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

George Egerton is finishing a new novel, to 
be entitled “ The Hazard of the Ill.” 

Phil May is preparing a series of sketches 
portraying types of London street singers. 

The Hon. Dorman B. Eaton is at work upon 
a volume entitled “ The Government of Muni¬ 
cipalities,” which the Macmillan Company will 
publish in the Spring. 

Tolstoi has completed a new novel, entitled 
“Resurrection,” which is to be published dur¬ 
ing the present year. The proceeds of the 
sale of the book will be devoted to settling the 
Doukhobors in their western homes. 

Edward Heron-Allen has written a so- 
called final study of Edward Fitzgerald’s ver¬ 
sion of “ Omar Khayyam,” with the object of 
showing once for all how far the poem may be 
regarded as a translation, how far an adapta¬ 
tion, and how far an original work. 

Edward Marshall, whose “Story of the 
Rough Riders ” is shortly to be published by 
the G. W. Dillingham Company, has been 
compelled to have one of his legs amputated at 
the hip joint in order to save his life. Mr. 
Marshall was wounded in the charge of the 
Rough Riders at Guasimas. 

Louis Riiead, who, in connection with his 
brother, George Rhead, of London, furnished 
the elaborate illustrations for the handsome 
edition of Tennyson’s immortal 4 * Idylls of the 
King” (published by R. H. Russell in New 
York), has in his possession the following 
acknowledgment from Queen Victoria, which 
shows her regard for the undeniably clever 
and striking work which has made the decora¬ 
tion in this volume so effective: “ The Private 
Secretary is commanded to convey The 
Queen’s thanks to Mr. Louis Rhead for his 
letter of the 3 d inst., and for the accompanying 
copy of his edition of Tennyson’s 4 Idylls of the 
King,’ which he has so kindly presented to 
Her Majesty. Sir Arthur Beggs is to add that 
The Queen prefers to keep the book in the 
ordinary binding. 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 

Alfred A. Horn, at one time Chicago mana¬ 
ger for D. Appleton & Co., died in El Paso, 
Tex., January 23 . His remains were taken to 
Grand Rapids, Mich., for interment. 

Adelgitha Blackwell, the wife of Ernest 
E. Lemcke, senior of the firm of Lemcke & 
Buechner, died at her home at Orange, N. J., 
on the 13 th inst., aged fifty. We extend our 
sympathy to our friend and colleague. 

We note the death, at her residence at 204 
W. Rittenhouse Square, Philadelphia, on the 
14 th inst., of Mrs. Josephine Craige Lippincott, 
widow of J. B. Lippincott, the founder of the 
publishing house of that name, and mother of 
the second generation now directing the affairs 
of that house, seventy-six years of age. 

Edward C. Bigmore, for thirty-three years 
associated with B. F. Stevens, of Trafalgar 
Square, died in London, Eng., January 28 , 
sixty-one years old. He was for a time joint 
author with the late Mr. Wyman of a valuable 
bibliography of printing, and he translated into 
English Bouchot’s “ Le Livre,” to which book in 
its English form he added considerably. He 
was well known in the trade and at London 
salerooms. 

C. C. Backus died at his home in New York 
City on the 14 th inst. from cerebral apoplexy. 
Mr. Backus was born in Charlton, N. Y., March 
13 , 1816 . At the age of twenty-four he engaged 
in the book and publishing business at Utica, 
N. Y., as one of the firm of Bennett, Backus 
& Hawley, who also issued there the Baptist 
Register, which became subsequently the Ex¬ 
aminer of New York City. For thirty years 
he has been well known as an accurate student 
of the Bible. 

Henry Jones, (“ Cavendish,”) editor of the 
card department of the Field and of the pas¬ 
time department of the Queen , and the well- 
known authority on whist, died in London on 
the 15 th inst. Henry Jones, who as “Caven¬ 
dish ” had an international reputation as an 
authority on card games, was by profession a 
surgeon, and was a member of the Royal Col¬ 
lege of Surgeons. He was born in London, 
November 2 , 1831 . He received his general 
education in Kings College School and St. Bar¬ 
tholomew’s Hospital, and practiced surgery in 
London from 1852 until 1869 . He then relin¬ 
quished his practice to devote himself to liter¬ 
ary and editorial work on his favorite subject 
‘of games. In addition to his work on the Field 
and the Queen , he wrote treatises on whist, 
piquet, ecart£, billiards, tennis, croquet, and 
many minor games.

The President, on the 15 th inst., sent to the 
Senate the nomination of Samuel June Bar- 
rows to be Librarian of Congress. Mr. Bar- 
rows now represents the Tenth district of 
Massachusetts in the House of Representa¬ 
tives, but his term will expire March 4 . His 
appointment was urged by Secretary Long, 
Senators Hoar and Lodge, and by a number 
of librarians and others. 

D. C. Heath & Co. have just ready a some¬ 
what abbreviated edition of Dumas’s “ La 
Tulipe Noire,” adapted for Freshmen in college 
or for second-year pupils in high school. They 
have in preparation for their English Classics 
series books 1 , 6 , 22 , and 24 of Pope’s transla¬ 
tion of the “Iliad,” edited by Prof. Paul 
Shorey, of the University of Chicago ; also, 
11 Macaulay’s Essay Upon Addison,” edited by 
A. P. Walker, of the Boston English High 
School. 

The Brothers of the Book, Gouverneur, 
N. Y., have in preparation a reprint from The 
Fortnightly Review for April, 188 r, of a little- 
known essay by Robert Louis Stevenson, 
entitled “The Morality of the Profession of 
Letters.” Only a limited numbered edition 
will be printed, a portion of which will be 
offered for subscription. The “Brothers” 
have just published for private circulation as a 
“Valentine” a reprint in brochure form of 
Graham R. Tomson’s beautiful bookish poem, 
“ Old Books, Fresh Flowers.” 

J. M. Bowles, 234 Cornhill, Boston, an¬ 
nounces for early publication an interesting 
addition to the literature of art education, en¬ 
titled “ Composition,” by Arthur W. Dow, 
curator of the Japanese paintings and prints in 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, and in¬ 


structor in composition in the art department 
of the Pratt Institute and the Art Students’ 
League. The volume will be illustrated with 
many compositions, including students’ work, 
drawings, and arrangements by the author, 
and fine examples of Japanese and European 
art. 

Lee & Shepard will publish in the spring 
Gen. O. O. Howard’s new book, “ Henry in 
the War,” which was promised for the holi¬ 
days, and a revised edition of the same author’s 
“ Donald’s Schooldays”; “Fighting in Cuban 
Waters,” by Edward Stratemeyer, the third 
volume of the Old Glory Series ; “ Grant Bur¬ 
ton,” a story for boys, by W. Gordon Parker; 
“Wee Lucy’s Secret,” by Sophie May; and 
“The House of Sixty Closets.” They will 
publish next month “An Undivided Union,” 
which Oliver Optic intended should be the last 
volume of The Blue and Grey Series. His 
notes and partly completed chapters for this 
story were carefully extended and finished by 
another hand to form a story after the author’s 
design. 

At the dinner of The Booksellers’ League, 
held at the French Restaurant at 111 West 25 th 
Street, New York, on the evening of the 15 th 
inst., Mr. E. D. North, of Charles Scribner’s 
Sons, discoursed entertainingly on old and rare 
books. He considered the subjectfrom the point 
of view of the dealer and also of the collector, 
under the following heads : Fading Fads, Fa¬ 
mous Fields, Private Libraries in Greater New 
York, Vagaries of a Collector, Defence of Old 
Book Collecting,and Famous Hunting Grounds. 
Mr. North’s remarks were followed by short 
talks from E. W. Johnson, A. Growoll, John A. 
Holden, and others. The annual meeting of 
the League will be held on the evening of March 
3 . The fourth annual dinner will be given 
March 15 at the rooms of the Uptown Associa¬ 
tion, hi Fifth Avenue, New York. Interest¬ 
ing speakers have been secured to present their 
views on the subject of the “ Making and Mar- 
ketingof Books.” The price of the tickets has 
been fixed at$ 2 . Tickets may be had of W. H. 
Parker at Dutton’s, 31 West 23 d Street. 

J. B. Lippincott Company will publish next 
week a novel entitled “The Daughters of 
Babylon,” by Wilson Barrett and Robert 
Hichens, based upon Mr. Barrett’s play of the 
same name. They expect to publish at the 
same time a story entitled “ The Taming of 
the Jungle,” by Dr. C. W. Doyle, who was 
born in 1852 at Landour, a little hill station in 
the Himalayas. His father was killed in 
action in the Sepoy War of 1857 - 58 , while 
leading a regiment of native cavalry, which he 
had been commissioned to raise by the govern¬ 
ment of India. Dr. Doyle lived in India for a 
number of years; proceeding later to England, 
he studied medicine and graduated with 
honors. For several years he has practised 
in America, and his literary work is rapidly 
obtaining recognition. They will publish 
shortly a volume of stories of city life by Charles 
Bloomingdale, Jr. (“ Karl,” of the Philadelphia 
Press), under the title of “Mr., Miss and 
Mrs.,” which are said to be thoroughly modern 
in tone and clever in treatment; “A Trooper 
Galahad,” by Capt. Charles King, U. S. A.; 
“The Wind Jammers,” a novel, by T. Jenkins 
Hains; and “The Altar of Life,” a novel, by 
May Bateman. 
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Lothrop Publishing Company have in press 
for early issue “ Tales of the Malayan Coast,” 
by Rounseville Wildman, U. S. Consul at Hong 
Kong, whose connection with the stirring 
affairs in the far East, his association with 
Aguinaldo, the Filipino chief, and his intimate 
connection with Dewey’s victories and the 
progress of the war in the Philippines, will 
give to his stories an especial interest. Of 
equal interest will be the history of the War 
of 1898 , prepared by ElbridgeS. Brooks, under 
the title of “ TheStory of Our War with Spain,” 
which will give a comprehensive and consecu¬ 
tive story of the war, its causes and its prog¬ 
ress, told for young people in the attractive 
manner that has made all Mr. Brooks’s “ sto¬ 
ries ” of history prime favorites with young 
readers, and with their elders as well. Besides 
these, they announce a new “ Pepper” book 
by Margaret Sidney, entitled “The Stories 
Polly Pepper Told,” which will introduce all 
the old friends of the Pepper family in a new 
field—and yet the old field, for it takes place 
in the famous “little brown house”; and 
“Germany, her people and their story,” a 
popular history of Germany, from its discovery 
by the Romans to the present day, by Augusta 
Hale Gifford, wife of Hon. George Gifford, 
U. S. Consul at Basle, and sister to Senator 
Eugene Hale, of Maine. 

The W. B. Clarke Company, Boston, will 
publish in advance of its performance under the 
direction of Mrs. Jeanette Edmondson Walker, 
at Sanders’s Theatre, Boston, in March, 
Thomas Heywood’s play “ Fortune by Land 
and Sea.” Hitherto it has been very rare, 
copies of the Barron Field edition selling for 
$125 and upward. The play was originally 
produced under the management of Philip 
Henslow, Viscount Southwark’s bailiff, usurer 
for actors, speculator in plays, and owner of 
the Boar’s Head. The published play will be 
prefaced by notices of Heywood, with notes on 
certain other Hey woods with whom he is often 
confounded ; of Henslow, a very interesting 
figure, and of Barron Field, one of the most 
indefatigable Shakespeareans. The volume 
will be bound in blue boards, with white labels. 
The play was first printed as a quarto in Lon¬ 
don in 1655 . They will also publish at once 
an interesting little book, for which Israel 
Zangwill has furnished a genial and sympa¬ 
thetic “Foreword.” The author, Miss Mary 
Antin, is a Polish Jewess, and wrote the 
story of her journey to the United States 
immediately after her arrival in this coun¬ 
try, at the age of eleven years. Two years 
later she translated it into admirable Eng- 
ish, and it is now published under the title 
of “ From Plotzk to Boston.” 

FOREIGN NOTES. 

Grant Richards, London, will publish in 
the summer W. J. Stillman’s “ Life of Crispi.” 

Blackwood & Sons will publish shortly 
“ The Autobiography and Letters of the Late 
Mrs. Oliphant.” The work was all but finished 
at the time of her death, and it has since been 
edited by her friend, Mrs. Coghill. 

William Heinemann, London, will publish 
shortly a monograph entitled “ 1812 —Napo¬ 
leon 1 . in Russia,” by Vasili Verestchagin, the 
Russian painter. It will be illustrated with 
reproductions of fifty of the author’s paintings. 


T. Fisher Unwin, London, will publish for 
the Johnson Club a volume of papers that 
were read at the quarterly suppers held in 
Johnson's old haunt in the Cheshire Cheese 
Tavern. The writers include Augustine Bir- 
rell and Dr. Birkbeck Hill. 

According to the London correspondent of 
the New York Ti7nes % “not only Cecil Rhodes 
but Sir Richard and Lady Burton will be iden¬ 
tified among the characters in Moiley Roberts’s 
novel, ‘A Son of Empire,’which Mr.’Hutch¬ 
inson will publish in the spring.” 

The Grosvenor Press are publishing by 
subscription an important work entitled “ The 
Imperial Gallery of Portraiture and Biograph¬ 
ical Encyclopaedia,” edited by William Lawler 
Wilson. It will contain about seven hundred 
portraits of prominent men and women, and 
each portrait will be accompanied by a bio¬ 
graphical notice, the whole forming an index to 
the persons of distinction extant throughout 
the British Empire. 

George Bell & Sons have nearly ready a 
limited edition of an important work on 
“ Westminster Abbey—its History and Archi¬ 
tecture,” illustrated with over 70 large collo¬ 
type plates from recent photographs. An 
architectural account of the abbey buildings 
has been contributed by J. T. Micklethwaite, 
architect to the Dean and Chap’er, whi’e H. J. 
Feasey is responsible for the historical text. An 
appendix by Edward Bell, on the earlier sepul¬ 
chral monuments, is also included in the work. 

Henry Frowde (the Oxford University 
Press) has just published the second volume 
of Edmund Payne’s “ History of the American 
Continent.” The first volume of this work 
created a great deal of interest several years 
ago, dealing as it does, with climatic and bio¬ 
logical conditions in an original and striking 
way. He will publish at once for the Cam¬ 
bridge University Press a work entitled “ Cases 
in International Law during the Chino-Japan- 
ese War,” by Sakuye Takahashi, a professor 
in law in the Imperial Naval Staff College of 
Japan. It will have a preface by Professor Hol¬ 
land and an introduction by Professor West- 
lake. 

George Redway, London, will publish the 
amusing series of articles on “Odd Volumes 
and Their Book-Plates,” which have appeared 
in the journal of the Ex-Libris Society. Walter 
Hamilton will there reveal himself as the 
writer of the booklet, of which only 150 copies 
are to be offered for sale. This series will be 
republished uniform in size and style with the 
well-known and much-sought Opuscula of the 
“Setteof Odd Volumes,” with a biographical 
introduction by the Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, 
M.P., and “ The Physician,” an original play 
in four acts by Henry Arthur Jones, author of 
“Judah,” “Michael and His Lost Argel,” 
“ The Rogue’s Comedy,” and others. 

W. & A. K. Johnston, Edinburgh, have 
published a third edition of the valuable “ His¬ 
torical Geography of the Clans of Scotland,” 
by T. B. Johnston and Col. James A. Robert¬ 
son. The work has been edited by William 
Kirk Dickson, who has also prepared for it a 
“Narrative of the Highland Campaigns.” 
The work was first published in 1872 , and soon 
went out of print; a second edition also was 
shortly exhausted and the work has been out 
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of print for many years. Both authors being 
dead, the publishers induced Mr. Dickson to 
undertake the labor of revising and correcting 
the text and the notes,as well as the maps and 
the plans. Two documents have been added 
which afford much interesting information as 
to the state of the Highlands between 1715 and 
1745 —General Wade’s report of 1724 , and an 
tract from a “ Memorial Anent the True State 
of the Highlands,” attributed to Lord President 
Forbes. A new map has been added to illus¬ 
trate the uprising of 1715 , and a few portraits 
have also been added.

A well-known bookseller in Boston had in his 
window a set of Dickens, 15 vols., half calf, 
marked seventy-five cents per vol. A country¬ 
man seeing the sign and reading it hastily, 
entered the store, and approaching a salesman 
who is never without his little joke, said: “ I’ll 
take that Dickens,” and passed out seventy- 
five cents. The salesman remonstrated that the 
price was seventy-five cents a volume, where¬ 
upon the countryman thought a while and 
said: “ I ain’t much on books, but they looked 
as though they mought be worth seventy-five 
cents, an’ I thought I’d have’em;” and then 
ejaculated: “Say, who is this fellow Dickens, 
anyhaow?” “Oh,” said the salesman, “he 
was a contemporary of Thackeray and lived 
down by the Boston & Maine Station.”
